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MEMOIRS. 

ALEXANDER WADDELL WALKER, 

Was born in Charleston, S. C., on the 22d January, 1815. He received the benefits 
of a good grammar-school education, and being endowed with a clear and sound 
mind, his early advantages were improved in after years. In his youth he was 
engaged with his father and brotl^ers in an extensive marble yard, and in this 
department of manual labor he displayed both skill and taste. 

His parents being attendants on the 1st Presbyterian Church, he was brought up 
from a child to the regular attendance of the services of that church. In the year 
1830 he was led to attend the young men’s prayer meeting at Trinity Church, where 
he was brought to feel his sinfulness,'and soon after to know in a joyful experience 
the sufficiency of his Saviour’s grace. His twin brother, Charles, and a goodly 
number of his father’s large family, professed their faith in the Lord Jesus about 
the same time. The house was now filled with the voice of praise and prayer. The 
twin brothers soon felt a strong desire to be more useful in the Lord’s vineyard, and 
being persuaded that God had called them to the work of the ministry, endeavored 
to prepare themselves for this responsible work. They were admitted together as 
probationers into the South Carolina Conference, at the session of 1834, held in the 
basement of the parsonage at the corner of Pitt and Boundary streets, in the City 
of Charleston, Bishop Emory presiding. And now the twins, who were so much 
alike in looks that they could scarcely be distinguished apart, and who had been 
used to work side by side, were separated and sent to opposite fields of labor — 
Charles to Black Swamp, and Alexander to Laurens. Thus entering upon the 
ministry when only nineteen years old, one brother, Alexander, gave the full strength 
of his young manhood and the experience of his riper years to this blessed work. 
For twenty-three years he did effective service on circuit, mission and station, in 
the up-country and in the low-lands, in the miasma of swamps and rice fields, and 
in the bracing air of the mountains, to the white man and to the black man, to the 
polite and refined, and to the rude and uncultivated. After the death of his brother 
Charles, in 1857, he settled in Spartanburg, and took the situation of a super- 
numerary, which he held till 1861. At the beginning of the war, though over the 
legal age for military service, he volunteered as a private, and continued in service 
for two years. He was then honorably discharged, and returned home with his 
health seriously impaired. The severe seVvice in Virginia had been too much for 
his years and constitution, and probably hastened the termination of his mortal life.

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For several years he bore the relation of a superannated preacher in the Conference ; 
yet even then, as far as his strength allowed, he found bis greatest pleasure in 
preaching, and labored with great acceptance among the churches near him. His i 
whole heart was given to bis Lord, and in the prayer meetings and love feasts be 
would often speak of his longing to depart aind be with Christ, which was far better. 
At length the physical nature which seemed to have been sustained by the spirit 
that was in him gave way, and the mind, sympathising with the body, his last days 
were marked with more than ordinary infirmity, and death was a merciful relief. 

Brother Walker was distinguished for the purity and honesty of his character, for 
his truthfulness and sincerity, for his kindness and generosity of heart. Often in 
the missionary meetings of our Conference was his name found among the largest 
contributors. He possessed great courage and constancy in the support of his con- 
scientious convictions, while he was always modest in the expression of his senti- 
ments. Affectionate and loving, he won the love of his brethren, and dying, he has 
left behind him a name which is as ointment poured forth.” 



JOHN E. PICKETT 

Was born April 2, 1814, in Fairfield District, South Carolina, and brought up under 
the influence of a godly mother and pious grand-father. 

He was converted in 1831, and licensed to preach October 24, 1834, and entered 
the South Carolina Conference as a probationer, February, A. D. 1835. 

If Brother Pickett could have enjoyed in early life the advantages of severe 
scholastic training — such training as would have directed his quick perceptive 
powers into habits of patient thought, and developed properly his unusual faculty 
for the acquisition of languages — he would, probably, in after life, have been justly 
regarded as one of the finest scholars and ablest Ministers ever sent forth from the 
South Carolina Annual Conference. He was not wanting in powers of analysis, nor 
in imagination. He had a strong passion for metaphysical disquisition, and con- 
sidered bimself bound to do reverence to the great German masters of thought. It 
is not unlikely that the usefulness of his preaching in later years may have been 
injured by his fondness for dealing in the intricacies of metaphysical learning. 

His aspirations after universal scholarship marked his life from the beginning of 
his itinerant course until its close. Well do many of his friends remember the im- 
mense Polyglot Bible which he carried with him, in a huge tin case, for years, and 
which was his daily companion on all bis circuits in early life. He was a great 
reader of periodical literature, and the great English reviews were eagerly devoured 
by him. Perhaps a single remark, said to have been made by a learned D. D., will 
fitly describe his intellectual attainments — “ He knows something about everything, 
and a great deal about some things.” 

In temper he was genial, hearty, self-possessed and confident. No one ever saw 
him shy or moody, or heard him complain of want of appreciation. He had a com- 
fortable persuasion that he was equal to any occasion, and he met it accordingly. 

Brother Pickett was a manly man. His conclusions were boldly expressed, and 
whether his congregations agreed with him or not, they could not help admiring the 
fearlessness of the man. He had the simplicity of a child, both in and out of the 
pulpit. His manner in the pulpit was self-possessed and deliberate, but as he 
proceeded in his sermons he generally warmed with his subject; then his voice 
assumed a depth and fulness of volume which was wonderful. He was, in early 
life, one of the sweetest singers among us, and often used this talent most efficiently 
in the pulpit. 

As a Christian and preacher, he was intensely Methodistic. Baptised in early 
life into the communion of the Methodist Episcopal Church, by the distinguished 
Preacher, Rev. Hilliard Judge, and carefully instructed in its peculiar doctrines and 
usages, he regarded himself a Methodist by inheritance as well as conviction. 

His devotion to his mother, during her life, and to her memory when dead, was 
most complete. On all suitable occasions he alluded to his indebtedness to her for 
his moral and religious training. As a husband, he is known to have cherished 
with the utmost tenderness his invalid wife, who, but for his kindness, must have 
preceded him to the grave years ago. 

He was as remarkable for a large-hearted charity as for purity in private life. 
Hence, he was always found the advocate of the accused — rarely the prosecutor of 
a charge. That he had weaknesses and infirmities must be admitted. Without 
them he would not have been human. A life so irreproachable as his, extending 
over so many years of toil, trial and suflFering, and maintained so constantly to a

triumphant close, gives evidence that he was no ordinary man. What a fearful 
struggle did he have for eight years against that insidious disease, paralysis, to 
which, at last, he fell a victim. What years of alternating hope and fear these 
must have been. How fearful to feel himself gradually encircled in the icy arms of 
death. And yet it was a time of resignation and triumph to him. How sad to bis 
friends to look on his distorted features and wasted form, at the last session of the 
Conference, and yet witness the brilliant flashes of an intellect apparently growing 
brighter by contact with a decaying body, and a zeal for the cause of Christ intensi- 
fied by the near approach of death. We hardly realized that it was the increased 
brightness of a consuming candle just before it expires. 

With tears he asked for a supernumerary relation to the Conference, which, with 
tears, was granted. He came to his own home, at Chester, where, having made his 
wife comfortable, he gradually faded away, until the 15th day of March, 1870, when 
he passed into the spirit land. Some of his last words were expressive of his entire 
submission to the will of God, not fearing death, but regretting only to leave his 
wife to grieve over his departure. And when she prayed that his life might be pro- 
longed, he told her that this was wrong, that she ought to pray for the will of the 
Lord to be done, and that this was bis prayer. 

“ Servant of God, well done,” Ac. 



EVAN A. LEMMOND, 

Was Lorn in Union County, North Carolina, on the 3d September, 1825. Of his 
early years and educational advantages we have no information, nor do the scanty 
materials furnished the Committee on Memoirs enable us to give any account of his 
first religious impressions, or the time of his conversion to God, and connection 
with the church. 

He was admitted on trial into the South Carolina Conference in the year 1856, 
and in the following year served the Lexington Circuit. In 1858 and 1859 he was 
on the Greenville Circuit. In 1860 and 1861 he served the Wateree mission, and in 
1862 and 1863 the Sandy River mission. In 1864 and 1865 he travelled the Mon- 
roe Circuit, and in 1866 was* returned again to the Sandy River mission. In 1867 
and 1868 he was appointed to the Mount Pleasant Circuit, and in 1869 he received 
his last appointment, which was to the Pineville Circuit. During this year, the 
progress of bis disease — pulmonary consumption — admonished him that he could 
not long continue in the active work of the ministry, and drew from him expres- 
sions of regret that he must cease from a work so dear to his heart, fur he loved to 
preach the Gospel. 

At our last Conference sessions, at Cheraw, he received a superannuated relation. 
He then returned to his old home, where Be continued to decline till exhausted 
nature sunk, and he entered into rest on the 17th February, 1870. 

During bis last illness he was always cheerful and hopeful, confident of his accep- 
tance with his Heavenly Father, and calmly waiting till his change should come. 
He was a good and faithful man, and a successful laborer in the vineyard of the 
Lord. 

EDWARD G. GAGE. 

On the 21st May, 1870, at Graniteville, S. C . Rev. Edward G. Gage ceased at 
once to work and live. His death was most unexpected. Of all the members of 
the South Carolina Conference, he would have been one of the last, it might have 
been supposed, who would have been so early called to resign his commission with 
his life. In the prime of manhood, already a tried and proven minister of the New 
Testament — of robust frame, indicating health and longevity — his habits and man- 
ner being promotive of these, his style of preaching, logical rather than emotional, 
bis manner calm and collected rather than excited and impassioned, active but tem- 
perate, zealous but prudent; it would scarcely have been supposed the wheels of life 
with him would so soon have stood still. But how vain are all human calculations ! 
On May 10th, but eleven days anterior to his death, he wrote to me thus : “My 
arrangements are such that I cannot give you a Sabbath before the fifth Sabbath of 
this month. If this will be any service to you, I think now that I can give you that 
Sabbath.” On the Sabbath before the one on which he had promised to be in Colum- 
bia, holding forth the word of life from the pulpit, he lay oofiSned beneath it, with 
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death’s everlasting impress of silence upon his lips. But that lifeless corpse of 
God’s minister, who was so suddenly cut off, but so in readiness to go, may have 
preached a sermon to the immense congregation in the Church there and then 
assembled, and its appropriate text might well have been, “ be ye also ready.” 

Brother Gage was born in Union District, S. C., Juno 11th, 1832;' joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 1844, and was admitted into the South 
Carolina Conference in 1856. He had filled acceptably many of the most important 
appointments of the Church. He was an attentive and sympathising pastor, and 
an increasingly improving preacher, studying closely the word of God, while bring- 
ing to its elucidation his own experience, and all the light that progressive science 
and literary research are shedding upon its truths. Somewhat eccentric, he might 
have been called, as a preacher, but it was the independence of an original mind, 
speaking out its own convictions in such manner, as he believed, would best recom- 
mend them. His was an intellect cast not exactly in a stereotype mould, but the 
deviation at least saved his sermons from sameness and insipidity. While they 
sometimes provoked criticism, they alwajs evoked thought and reflection. 

He is gone, this able and promising young minister; gone — when the Church so 
much needed laborers. But bow we to God’s will, mysterious as it is. We bless 
Him for giving this minister grace to work for Him so long, to do His will in life 
and then suffer it in death, even in the last hour attuning his heart to the following 
lines, which he attempted with a dying effort to repeat : 

“ There’s the city to which I journey. 

My Redeemer, my Redeemer, is its light — 

There is no sorrow, nor any sighing. 

Nor any sin there, nor any dying. 

I’m a pilgrim and I’m a stranger, * 

I can tarry, I can tarry, but a night.” 

And then, at the last, when asked if that Redeemer’s name was precious to him still, 
he immediately raised his right hand and bowed his head in assent. 

He leaves a widow and two children, the oldest a boy, whom he said he trusted 
would fill his place as a minister in the Church of God.

The Committee on Education respectfully present the following report of the 
condition and prospects of the several institutions of learning under the patronage 
of the South Carolina Conference. 

Wofford College, Spartanburg, S. C. 

The seventeenth collegiate year commenced on the first Monday in October last 
with 110 students in the College and Preparatory School. 

The literary and religious condition of the institution was never sounder than at 
present, and nothing is needed but an improved state of finances to make the 
College all the South Carolina Conference could desire for the Christian education 
of the young. The tuition fees of the year will not exceed $3,500. The average 
amount contributed by the Conference from year to year has been about $1,500. 
The collections this year will probably reach $2,000. But for the support of the 
Faculty $5,500 is insufficient, $9,300 being required for that purpose ; while a fund 
is also necessary for repairs, if the property is to be preserved from dilapidation. 

Your Committee cannot too strongly express the conviction that the Methodist 
people of the Conference should fully sustain this noble institution, and that they 
will support it if its claims be fairly and earnestly presented. Nor can the Com- 
mittee conceive that the South Carolina Conference can give utterance to too high 
and hearty a commendation of the Faculty, who, with such self-sacrificing fidelity, 
have stood by the College, maintaining its high literary reputation and Christian 
efficiency through all its financial disasters.

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Your Comraittee, the Board of Trustees concurring, deem it proper, indeed indis* 
pensable, that the collections for relieving the College should be continued, and the 
earnest attention of thb Conference is respectfully and particularly called to this 
subject. About $3,500 is what may be expected from tuition fees, (it must be borne 
in mind that there is a large proportion of students in the College free of tuition,) 
this deducted from $9,300, the amount required for faculty salaries, leaves $5,800 to 
be collected to meet the deficiency, and then $2,000 to provide for repairs, and 
necessary additions to the library, the apparatus, &c„ added to the $5,800, gives us 
$7,800, or in round numbers $8,000, to be collected annually, and for which the Com- 
mittee and Conference have been calling yearly, and which call is now imploringly 
renewed. This claim, when divided among the several charges of the Conference, 
is but a small sum to each. Nor let any one say that there are several other money 
interests to be attended to besides this ; for all of them aggregated make no heavy 
amount upon any one pastoral charge. Besides that, our people are willing to meet 
the whole, and this education claim in particular, is seen in the fact that some of 
the preachers collect all, no matter where sent, while others, from probable false 
modesty, or some other reason, almost invariably fail, in part or altogether, in some 
of the collections at least. If each preacher will state the case, and, if necessary, 
with kind earnestness press the claim, the people will certainly respond favorably 
and fully, This plan, faithfully carried out, would soon fix the College in the 
hearts and minds of the Methodist people of the Conference, and be the safest 
endowment perhaps that could be had. 

But as in other contingencies, so the contingency of indifference and negligence 
must be guarded against, and it is, therefore, believed that an endowment fund 
should be raised, and that for this purpose a collecting agency should be appointed 
by authority of the Conference, At this point, therefore, we^ recommend the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions, viz : 

Resolved, /. That for the ensuing year the sum of $8,000 be collected for the relief 
of Wofford College; and that, to raise the same, the Districts in the Conference be 
assessed, and then the charges in each District as heretofore; and that each preacher 
in charge be, and hereby is, most affectionately urged and entreated to make this 
collection in full, as soon as possible after entering upon his work, and to turn over 
the same immediately to the Treasurer of the Board of Trustees. 

Resolved, II, That this Conference hereby request the Presiding Bishop to appoint 
a special agent, to be sent out under the direction of the Trustees, for the purpose 
of securing an endowment for this institution, and that the Faculty be requested to 
give said agent any assistance they can. 

Tour Committee are gratified to be able to state that more than $5,000, after a 
partial canvass, has been pledged in Spartanburg as a beginning of this endowment, 
and it is thought this amount can be increased to $10,000 in the town. 

Spartanburg Female College. 

This College is now owned and governed jointly by the Rev. SamT B. Jones and 
the Rev. Sam’l Lander, and with them is associated a full corps of teachers in the 
several departments. The curriculum and standard of scholarship are abreast, at 
least, of female colleges generally, and the last annual examination was very satis- 
factory to the Visiting Committee. The buildings and grounds have been renovated 
and rendered comfortable and attractive, while charges are very moderate. Seventy 
pupils have been in attendance, and a large increase is confidently expected. 

CoKESBURT School. 

This time-honored School is represented to be self-sustaining, and has now about 
thirty-five pupils. The buildings, however, are in a dilapidated condition. That 
part of the Holloway fund having any value at the present time, is estimated at 
about $1,850. 

The Board of Trustees of the Cokesbury School have advised that the Rector's 
house and lot be sold, and the proceeds be applied to educational purposes, under 
direction of the Conference ; and that the remainder of the land and the institute 
building be vested in the Board of Trustees of our church at Cokesbury for educa- 
tional purposes, under the patronago of the Conference ; it being the purpose of the 
people of that village and vicinity to sustain a first-class school at Cokesbury. 
A minority report protests against any of the real estate being sold, but asks that 
,the whole of what is left — the house and lot in question being worth perhaps $500-- 
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be vested as above stated. To this latter view your Committee incline, and recom- 
mend the adoption of the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved, That the South Carolina Conference of the M. E. Church, South, do 
hereby constitute and appoint a commission, with full 

powers and authority, to convey all right and title of the said Conference to or in 
the lands, and buildings thereon, of the property known as the Cokesbury Confer- 
ence School, to the Trustees of the M. E. Church, South, at Cokesbury, to be held by 
said Trustees and their successors in office forever, for educational purposes : Provi- 
ded, That no part of the said property be sold without the consent of the South 
Carolina Annual Conference of the M. E. Church, South. 

Columbia Female College. 

A few of the articles of furniture belonging to the College, taken away during, or 
just after the burning of Columbia, have been recovered, and are in possession of 
the Board of Trustees, subject to the order of the Conference. 

The Trustees have extended the term of lease to September 1871, at $2,500, 
$500 more than last year. The lessee, much to his credit, has taken proper care, and 
is keeping the building in fair order. 

The Board report, receipts ; 

From former Treasurer, $489 85 

From Rents, $1,500 00 

Total, $1,989 85 

the whole of which, except $210 40 has been expended in taxes, interest, insur- 

ance, travelling expense and repairs. 

The Board suggest, and your Committee approve the adoption of the following 
resolutions, viz : 

Resolved, I. That we clearly apprehend and fully appreciate fhe demand for a 
Female Institution of the highest grade in the capital of our State. 

Resolved, IE. That we appreciate the indulgence heretofore' shown by the creditors 
of the College, and hope they will longer bear with ns, while in the hope of finding 
co-operation on the part of the creditors, as well as of the friends in Columbia and 
throughout the State, we make another effort to re open the College, and pay our 
indebtedness. 

Resolved, III. That the Board of Trustees be empowered to lease, or cause to be 
opened, the Columbia Female College, for educational operations, in accordance 
with its original design. 

The Board of Trustees, have secured pledges for about $5,500 to aid in re-opening 
the College as soon as possible. 

The following resolutions, adopted at the last session of the Conference, we sug- 
gest for re-adoption and re-announcement, the latter with emphasis, viz : 

Resolved, I. That the presiding Bishop be, and hereby is, requested to appoint to 
our institutions of learning those members of the Conference who have been elected 
to chairs of instruction. 

Resolved, II. That as a body of Christian ministers and laymen, we are profoundly 
convinced of the importance of giving a religions education to the youth of our 
country ; and that we will use our best endeavors to promote the interest of our 
institutions *of learning, recommending them in our intercourse with the people, 
obtaining for them as many students as we can, and heartily co-operating in raising 
such sums as have been provided for by the Conference to aid these institutions. 

The transfer of that part of our Conference territory lying within the State of 
North Carolina to the North Carolina Conference, removes from our control the 
Davenport and Carolina Female Colleges ; to which institutions we bid an affection- 
ate farewell, and pray that the blessing of Gk>d may rest on them, and on the 
preachers and the people of that interesting district of country. 

The account of Dr. A. M. Shipp, in receiving and disbursing the money raised 
for the relief of Wofford College, has been audited and found correct. 

Your Committee, as required by standing resolution, recommend for confirmation 
by the Conference, the following Committees, viz ;

No. 2.— REPORT ON THE BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the great interests of the cause of Bible 
distribution, respectfully submit the following ; * 

Nothing like a comprehensive or satisfactory presentation of this subject could be 
embraced within the proper limits of such a paper as this, and a mere glance at the 
foreign and domestic fields, which invitingly present themselves to our view in this 
connection, is all that may be allowed. 

In looking abroad, where shall we first direct your eyes? Might we not almost 
bid you behold the outside world, lying in spiritual darkness, athwart whose black 
expanse of night has flashed no ray of gospel light and truth ? Too true is the 
assertion that more than two-thirds of the inhabitants of the globe are yet without 
this Book, which alone teaches the way of life, and sheds the light of revelation 
wherever it is borne. Never, probably, since the good work was commenced of 
sending the Bible, through the agency of Societies, to heathen lands and to those 
regions over which skepticism, infldelity and idolatry spread like a death-pall their 
raven wings, has the prospect been so auspicious as it is now. From China and 
Japan, to whom the gospel door seems to have been thrown open almost as by a 
miracle of divine interposition, come earnest appeals for the Word of Life. Switz- 
erland, Germany, Russia, Turkey, Spain, (unfortunate France, previously to her 
■present involvement,) and every kingdom and province throughout all Europe, 
present inviting fields for Bible distribution. The land of Luther, of Voltaire, of 
Dante, are asking for the Bible ; and the spiritual slumber that has reigned for 
ages in the very heart of the Mohammedan Empire may soon be broken in upon by 
the pure light of gospel truth. 

But if we look to our own shores, to our own sunny hills and valleys, to our own 
loved land of churches, of bibles, and of preachers, it will be found that those 
destitute of the Word of Life are numbered by thousands. The operations of the 
local Bible Societies, within the limits df our Conference territory, have disclosed a 
degree of destitution which must pain every intelligent Christian heart. The 
ministers of Qud, even within the limits of our circuits, not nnfrequently visit the 
homes of the humble poor, where no copy of the Bible or New Testament is found, 
and where total ignorance of their blessed teachings prevails. In this particular a 
heavy responsibility rests upon the Church, and one which we fear has been too 
much disregarded. To this great work all Christians should address themselves 
with renewed interest and zeal. Bible Societies are doing something to relieve this 
«ad destitution, but much more might and should be done through this medium. 
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We beg to acknowledge, and to extend a warm greeting and cordial Christian 
reception to the official communication addressed to this body by the Rev. E. A. 
Solles, Agent American Bible Society for South Carolina, and earnestly commend 
him and his labors to the sympathy and co-operation of the preachers and laymen 
throughout the bounds of our Conference.

No. 3.— REPORT OF THE JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

The Joint Board of Finance reports $3,791 85 collected this year to meet the 
claims of superannuated preachers, and of the widows and orphans of preachers. 
Sixty-eight (68) claims were reported, to meet which $7,125 were required. After a 
little discrimination appropriations were made on an advance of those of last year, 
at 52^ per cent., allowing to adult claimants $150 each, and to children $25 each. 
Claimants residing within the territory recently transferred to the North Carolina 
Conference, are referred to that Conference for the settlement of their claims. 

The assessment of $875, placed on this Conference to assist in supporting the 
Bishops, has been fully met, leaving a surplus of $308 25, which the Board recom- 
mend be paid over to the general “ Bishop’s Fund.” 

The Board find that $7,000 will be required to meet the Conference claims for the 
ensuing year, and that this Conference has been assessed $875 for the Bishop’s 
Fund. To meet these claims the Board recommend the following assessment on the 
Districts, viz :

■ (i treasury of the Church, And while we desire to see our books cheapened, we yet 

' ' believe they are as cheap as other publications of a like character. But, if they 

are not, still they are our books ; and should not be depreciated by undue comparisons 
with those of really less value to us. 

In conclusion we recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That Rev. A. H. Redford, Agent of our publishing house at Nashville, 
merits the approbation of the Church for his untiring effort, and unprecedented 
success in the management of that institution.

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No. 7.— REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE TITHE SOCIETY. 

The Committee to whom was referred the constitntion of a Society for the relief 
of destitute persons in and out of the Conference, beg leave to report, that having 
had the subject under careful advisement, they submit the following constitution : 

Article I. The name of this Society shall be the “ Tithe Society of the South 
Carolina Conference.” 

Art. II. The object of this Society shall be to raise a fund for the special relief of 
necessitous cases, and to supply the deficiency in the support or relief of the 
superannuated Ministers, and the widows and orphans of deceased Preachers. 

Art. III. Any person can become a member of this Society by the annual 
payment of one dollar on the hundred of his gross income. 

Art. IV. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary, and a Treasurer. 

Art. V. It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all meetings of the 
Society. In his absence one of the Vice-Presidents shall take his place, or, if these 
be not present, the Society shall elect a President pro tem. It shall also be the 
duty of the President to present to the Annual Conference a report of the doings 
and progress of the Society during the year. 

Art. VI. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a correct record of the 
proceedings of the Society, and give all necessary information in relation thereto. 

Art. VII. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all monies due the 
Society, and disburse the same under its directions. He shall also keep a full and 
correct account of his transactions, and report the same at the annual meeting of 
the Society. 

Art. VIII. There shall be a Committee, whose duty it shall be to report all 
necessitous oases. 

Art. IX. Preachers in charge of circuits or stations may act as agents for the 
collection of monies due the Society, and report the same to the Treasurer. They 
may also form Auxiliary Societies. 

Art. X. The Society shall meet every year at the place and time appointed for the 
session of the Annual Conference. The meeting shall be on the second day of the 
Conference session, at which time officers shall be elected and the report of the 
Treasurer read. 

Art. XI. The members present at each meeting of the Society shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

Art. XII. The President shall have power to call extra meetings of the Society, 
whenever iahis judgment the interest of the Society requires it. 

Art. XIII. This constitution may be altered or amended at any annual meeting 
by a vote of two thirds of the members present. 

The Committee further recommend the election of the officers above specified, by 
this Conference, who shall immediately enter upon their duties.

No. 8.— CONSTITUTION OP THE BOARD OF MISSIONS OP THE S. C. 

CONFERENCE. 

Article I. — This Board shall consist of a President, three Vice-Presidents, a 
Secretary, a Treasurer, and twelve Managers, who shall be members of the M. E. 
Church, South, six of whom shall be laymen, and be elected quadriennially by the 
South Carolina Conference ; but should the Conference fail to meet at the appointed 
time, the Board shall continue in office until the election or appointment of its 
successors. 

Art. II. — The Board shall have power to make regulations for its own proceed- 
ings; to make appropriations for the support of the Missions embraced in the 
bounds of the Conference ; to defray incidental expenses, and, together with the 
report of the action of the Board, annually make such recommendations for the 
contraction or discontinuance of Missions as it may deem proper. 

Art. III. — Seven members at all meetings of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. rv. — The Board shall keep a journal of all its proceedings, and the minutes 
of each meeting shall be signed by the presiding officer and Secretary. 

Art. V. — It shall be the duty of the Secretary to journalize all the proceedings of 
the Board; to conduct its correspondence; to prepare and superintend, as far as 
possible, the publication of proceedings and annual report in the Minutes and other- 
wise, as the Board or Conference may direct. 
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Art. VI. — The Treasurer shall hold all monies of the Board in his possession, in 
safe deposits, with such instructions as the Board may direct, and in the absence of 
such directions, as he may judge safe and convenient,* which deposits shall be 
made by him as an officer of the Board, and subject to his drafts as such, and his 
successors in office. He shaU furnish an annual report, to be published with the 
annual report of the Secretary. 

Art. VII. — In case of vacancy in the Board, it shall proceed to nominate, and 
the Conference to elect, if it choose, until the Board be full. 

Art. VIII. — The Board shall meet at the call of the President or Vice- President, 
at the seat of the South Carolina Conference, on the day preceding the first session 
of said Conference; Provided, It be not on Sunday. In such case it shall meet on 
the Saturday before.

The following is the report of The Mission Board of the South Carolina Conference 
for the year 1870. 

The St. George’s Mission is in a prosperous condition. The Lord has graciously 
revived his work within the bounds of this charge. Th?re are 326 white members 
and 27 colored ; 26 white infants and 3 colored ; 4 white adults and 1 colored were 
baptized ; there are 5 Sunday schools, 29 officers and teachers, 103 pupils, 120 
volumes in library ; 4 churches ,* value of church property $800. 

Columbia Oity Mission was not served the past year for the want of a suitable 
missionary, but on account of its importance it was continued by the Board. 

Manchester Mission is in a prosperous condition . There are 30 white members 
and 1 colored ; there were 4 white adults, and 1 colored baptized ; 1 Sunday school, 
6 officers and teachers, 19 pupils, 3 churches; value of church property $400. 
Amounts raised for missions ^9.15 ; for other benevolent enterprises $9.40. 

Saluda River Mission is a promising field of labor ; there are 90 white members ; 
1 local preacher ; 5 white infants, and 6 white adults baptized; 2 Sunday schools, 
12 officers and teachers, 80 pupils ; 1 church; value of church property $500. 

Savannah River Mission was but partially served the past year on account of the 
ill health of the missionary in charge. It was continued under the name of 
Edgefield Mission. * 

Hardeeville Mission is in a depressed condition. There are 21 white members and 
30 colored; 2 churches; 1 parsonage; 1 Sunday school, 16 white and 20 colored 
pupils, 5 officers and teachers, 100 volumes in library ; value of church property $700. 

Waccamaw Mission is the oldest mission within our bounds. There are 2 churches 
and 3 preaching places; 25 white members and 5 col’d; value of church property $3,000. 

Aiken and Oraniteville Mission lost its missionary (Rev. E. G. Gage) during the year, 
but was supplied after a short interval of time. There are 147 white members and 1 
colored ; number Sunday schools 2 ; officers and teachers 17 ; pupils 82 ; number of 
volumes in library 730 ; parsonage 1 ; value church property $4,000 ; money collected 
for preacher and Presiding Elder $230.56 ; for Bishop $1 ; for Sunday schools $41. 

The following new missions were recommended " West Field Creek Mission” and 
“ Upper Lynch’s Creek. ”
